What’s That About

Dear What’s That About -1 know' the Boy 
Scouts discriminate against gay people, but 
what I don't get is - how can they do that 
in places like Allentown and Easton where 
there is a nondiscrimination law? Signed, 
Former Eagle 

Dear F.E.. Lets review some facts about 
the Boy Scouts and mission driven 
organizations: 

i. The Boys Scouts of America 
discriminates based on sexual orientation 
and religion for membership, hiring and 
volunteers. This is a national BSA policy . 
Local BSA councils cannot waver from the 
national BSA policy. 

2. It is legal for them to do so. This is 
because the Boy Scouts insist that it is pait 
of their mission to discriminate against 
gay people and against atheists. Their 
organization fought all the way to the 
Supreme Court in the James Dale case to 
prov e this point. Among other things - they 
cited a line in their early handbook that said, 
“A Boy Scout is straight.” - Of course it was 
written decades before straight meant not 
gay, but still... 

3. Federal Law says that mission driven 
organizations may discriminate if it is 
their mission to do so. That means that 
the NAACP can give scholarships only to 
Black youth - because it is their mission to 
support African Americans. Organizations 
with pro Latino missions can offer services 
to Latinos with out offering the same 
services to non-Latinos. TTic YWCA ean 
give memberships to women only. PA 
Diversity Network can give preferential 
treatment to G LBT people because it is our 
mission to promote the health and welfare 
of GLBT people. The Supreme Court 
decided that if the Boy Scouts really insist it 
is their mission to discriminate against gay 
people (w hom they say are morally bad role 
models), then they may do so as a mission 
driv en organization. 


4. It’s important to remember that if 
you are writing or revising the by-laws and 
mission statement for a GLBT group, be 
sure y ou w ord the statement to indicate that 
it is your mission to further the welfare of the 
Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual, and Transgender 
community' or something like that, and 
leave out other groups that it is not your 
mission to support. You may occasionally 
want to concentrate services to the GLBT 
community' only, and if you do not indicate 
that in your mission, you may be required 
by nondiscrimination laws to extend your 
services to groups you may not choose to 
support. 


5. There is a big difference between 
a mission supporting disenfranchised 
minority' groups that have been historically 
discriminated against by helping them first, 
compared with a mission based on trashing a 

minority' group 
as the reason 
you won’t 
support them. 
After all, the 
NAACP 
docs not give 
scholarships 
to Black youth 
because they 
insist that white 
youths are 
immoral. The 
YWCA doesn’t 
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exclude men from some programs because 
they say men arc bad. T hese groups have 
ethical missions. 


So that is why, even though it is legal for 
the Boy Scouts to discriminate against 
gay people and atheists, it is morally and 
ethically wrong for them to do so. Just as 
the mission of the KKK is legal but morally 
wrong, it is legal but morally wrong for 
the Boy Scouts to discriminate based on 
intolerance and prejudice toward a certain 
group of people.

Hmmm . a case of Intellectual blue balls/ 
ey?? It sounds to me, my friend, that you could 
use some intellectual intercourse. Don't laugh, it's 
for real!!! I'd love to take the credit for coining that 
term, but unfortunately someone got to it first. So 
let me explain... 

When two people engage in conversation, 
the flow of words between them closely resembles 
the series of actions one goes through during the 
act of sex. This is called intellectual intercourse. 
The preface of a conversation (i.e. “Hello, how 
are you? How was your day?" or even something 
as simple as. “Hello, my name is...“) is verbal 
foreplay, preparing to engage in conversation by 
familiarizing oneself with the other person. The 
discussion itself is the act of intercourse: stroking 
the partner's ego. taking enjoyment in the topic 
as it is discussed, or simply enjoying the company 
of the other and listening to them speak.

Like sexual intercourse, intellectual intercourse 
has a solitary side, for those who are too anti-social 
to converse with other humans. Video games, 
reading, and other solitary activities are forms of 
mental masturbation, the act of stimulating oneself 
through means other than conversation. 

I'm not 
one for giving up who you are for ANYONE! I 
understand that you feel lonely, but wouldn't you 
be lonelier without yourself???

Conformity is justified mainly as a means to 
an end—a way of achieving entry to a group that 
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provides genuine social support. 

Conformity itself is not satisfying. 

It gives one a feeling of being 
inauthentic; of sacrificing one's individuality in order 
to embrace a group norm. Suppose one achieves 
total conformity. Then what has one really gained? 
What has one lost? My advice... don't do it!!!! 


I wish I could give you some names of places to 
go, but I, myself, find the area rather "intellectually 
dormant." Book stores, coffee houses, online 
groups, or college campus bulletin boards might 
be a start. Keep your head up! You are not alone 
out there!!!!!

Pride to Honor Community 
Heroes at Parade

The Pride Festival of Central PA will honor local 
community leaders and heroes as part of this year’s 
PrideFest Unity Parade Grand Marshal competition. 
The parade committee has nominated six finalists 
for Grand Marshal of the 2008 PrideFest Unity 
Parade. These finalists represent local individuals 
who have been active in various aspects of the 
community through their leadership and volunteer 
roles. According to Donald Anklam, Chair of the 
Parade Committee, this year’s nominees are great 
role models for the LGBT community. 

The nominees for the 2008 PrideFest Unity Parade 
Grand Marshal are: Judy Chambers, Stephen A. 
Glassman, Marlene Kanuck, Greg King, Rev. Eva 
O'Diam, and David Payne. Each of these individuals 
has spent considerable time working in the LGBT 
community and promoting LGBT equality to the 


Judy Chambers is 

the editor and publisher 
of the Lavender Letter, 
a publication that has 
been serving the Lesbian 
community for the last 
eighteen years. Judy has a 
long history of being active 
in the community, having 
served in the leadership 
of Pride and the Gay and 
Lesbian Switchboard of Harrisburg for many 
years. In 2003 she served as the Chairperson of 
the Pride festival. Ms. Chambers was also the co¬ 
chair of BAGAL (Business Association of Gays and 
Lesbians) for four years. Under her leadership the 
organization has moved into the future, becoming 
the Central PA Gay and Lesbian Chamber of 
Commerce , which is affiliated with the National 
Gay and Lesbian Chamber of Commerce. This new 
organization just celebrated its first anniversary. 

The Central PA Chamber is working towards 
bringing the National Gay and Lesbian Rodeo 
Association to Harrisburg, having applied to the 
organization for an opportunity to host the 2010 
Rodeo National Competition. 

Judy has also been, for two years, co-chair of the 
Stonewall Democrats, an organization that began in 
2004 and works to solicit positions of Democratic 
candidates for local and state offices to determine if 
the candidates are friendly to the LGBT community. 
Judy lives with her partner, Laury McIntyre, who is 
also quite active in the community, participating in 
the Central PA Womyn's Chorus, Women's Circle, 
and Quest Group, an LGBT organization at Unity 
Church.

Stephen A. Glassman 

is Chairperson of the 
Pennsylvania Human 
Relations Commission, a 
position he was appointed to 
in June of 2003 by Governor 
Edward Rendell. He is the 
first openly gay individual 
ever to receive a statewide 
gubernatorial appointment 
subject to Senate 
confirmation. Prior to coming to Pennsylvania, 

Mr. Glassman was the first openly gay political 
appointee in Baltimore, MD, where he served for 
five years as Civic Design Commissioner under 
Mayor Kurt Schmoke. In June 2004, Mr. Glassman 
spoke at the House of Lords in London, England, on 
Human Rights and Moslem/Jewish relations as part 
of a state delegation. 



In addition to his political positions, Mr. Glassman 
has served on a wide range of boards, including 
the ACLU, The Human Rights Campaign, The 
LGBT Community Center of Baltimore, The Names 
Project, and Yale University LGBT Study Center. 
More locally he is a past president of Common 
Roads, and is the former co-chair and founder of 
the Statewide Pennsylvania Rights Coalition, the 
largest group in the state working to achieve equal 
rights legislation on the basis of sexual orientation 
and gender identity. Publicly, Mr. Glassman has 
been a media spokesperson for GLBT civil rights 
causes and AIDS issues. He has appeared with 
Martha Stewart on CBS This Morning, and on an 
episode of "Frasier” entitled "The Doctor is Out.” 



Marlene Kanuck 

describes her work in 
the LGBT community 
as “many baskets full of 
exciting events”. Over the 
years Marlene has been 
involved with many events 
with Common Roads. She 
became a Silent Witness for 
2003 Unity Day when the 
film "Jim in Bold,” sponsored 
by Common Roads, was shown at the State 
Museum, and protested by Fred Phelps. Marlene 
helped with a second Common Roads sponsored 
movie, “Gay Pioneers,” where she had the privilege 
to escort Barbara Gittings, the “Mother of GLBT 
civil rights,” from her home in Wilmington, DE, 
to the event at the State Museum. More recently, 
Marlene, along with others, helped to bring the 
film "For the Bible Tells Me So” to the Central 
Pennsylvania area for several showings to packed 
houses. In addition to bringing GLBT films to the 
area, Marlene’s involvement in the community 
has included an acting role, when she was cast in 
"Finding Home,” in 2006 a play about GLBT coming 
out journeys. 
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When not working with films or on stage, Marlene 
has worked with the Department of Education Safe 
Schools and Common Roads, from 2003-2006, to 
train over 600 teachers, guidance counselors, school 
social workers, nurses, mental health, and drug and 
alcohol counselors about GLBTQ youth and their 
at-risk issues. 

Marlene has also been an advocate for the GLBT 
community in the Lutheran Church by speaking to 
the Lower Susquehanna Synod, urging the assembly 
not to defrock or discipline gay and lesbian clergy 
who are in committed relationships. Marlene has 
also presented to Lutheran Youth Directors about 
GLBTQ youth issues. She is an active member of 
St. Michaels Lutheran Church in Harrisburg where 
she has recently served on the church council. 

Marlene has served on the board for Womens 
Circle, and she served on the Fall Achievement 
Awards committee (FAB) in 2004. She currently 
functions as a board member for several 
organizations: Planned Parenthood, where she 
advocates for Women’s Reproductive Rights; 
Common Roads; and LGBT Center Coalition, 
on it’s 4th year. You’ll also find Marlene as chair 
of the Fund For Choice committee for Planned 
Parenthood, which raised over $30,000 for the last 
2 years - providing poor women with funds to elect 
their choice. 

Greg King ’s primary 
focus for his non-profit 
involvement in the LGBT 
Community in Central PA 
has been Common Roads. 
After participating as a 
chaperone and volunteer 
for a little over a year, Greg 
was asked to join the Board 
of Directors, and has served 
in that capacity for over 
four years. As a volunteer at Common Roads he 
has served in several capacities, but primarily in 
fundraising. For the past year Greg has acted as the 
Chair of the Winter Arts Festival and looks forward 
to continuing in that capacity for Winter Arts 2009, 
in which he hopes to foster greater involvement 
and participation by other LGBT groups and 
organizations. 

About three years ago Greg King participated in 
the strategic planning process for the new Central 
PA LGBT Community Center Coalition, which 
led to his serving for about a year on the executive 
committee, which was charged with seating the 
first board and launching the organization. Most 
recently he served as the facilitator of several 
meetings leading up to the dissolution of GLSH, 
and is currently acting as the organization’s 
receiver, working to wrap up the business of GLSH 
to assure that the good works of GLSH continue 
forward under the auspices of other local LGBT 
organizations. 


Greg’s professional life keeps him busy as the 
President of Garretson Tile Co. in Gettysburg and 
his private life is a whirlwind as well, thanks to his 
16 year old daughter, Emily, and his partner Charles.

Eva has served 
as pastor of MCC of the

She has also 
spoken to various churches and denominations on 
homosexuality and the bible. When not lecturing 
or performing her pastoral duties, Eva has worked 
on the LGBT Center Coalition committee, and 
helped with Sharing Our Caring, a ministry to those 
infected and affected by HIV/AIDS.

We’ve greater choice now to perceive objects or events for their aesthetic (ess-THET-ic) value, wringing that 
which is beautiful from the reality we create. We recognize also that we interpret this beauty individually, and must 
employ empathy’s veil to imagine it defined by another re: beauty, eye, beholder. We might revel in - possibly 
even expect - its broad application as we seek the comfort of beauty, and thus love, happiness, and peace. 

I regard that greater choice because I believe a wider majority of (the ever-growing) us possess a more expansive 
knowledge of our universe; a perception of vast scales of space, time, and other dimensions (?) populated by 
enumerate flora, fauna and otherwise; the long-stretching continuity of particles combined and uncombined 
across the piling moments. The “ET freaking CETERA" of all and everything before - now - and to come - that 
welcomes our consideration and would witness our demise. 

And it is here, now. And it is beautiful. 

And we have the gifts of perception, awareness, and accumulated experience to interact with it. 

I leave “Is it beautiful regardless of us?” for others - with awareness you get egg roll, so l‘m good. 

Our grander sense of grander things delivers us from pigeonholing beauty; we can find the beauty in each from 
the premise that it exists; that it - the object or moment - is, indeed, amidst all of this all, and thus imparts some 
manner of beauty. There is beauty in each for each is part of the all. The all is beautiful, thus each is beautiful, re: 
Stevens. 

The all, the singular totality of beauty, The Aesthetic, the overarching beauty of everything. 

The Beauty. The Light. The Energy. The Good. God (even, maybe, why not?)...I digress. 

It is but a choice of perception, a choice of the mind. Ah, but the body makes its demands and we must abide our 
duality. We must act on our thoughts and perceptions, and we wield our free will accordingly. 

We always have the choice for a more ascetic (ess-SET-ic) lifestyle, eliminating hedonistic indulgences from 
our lives. Disciplined ascetic living typically associates with religious or spiritual followings and usually involves 
sexual abstinence and choices that devalue property, possessions, and pleasures of the flesh such as alcohol. 
More secular practices focus on disavowing one specific component or another, though this method can combine 
multiple facets during, for example, strict athletic training. 

It is difficult for someone without a guided motivation to choose a more ascetic lifestyle, especially amidst all our 
21 ^-century gluttony of personal freedoms. We choose more often to seek happiness through the acquisition 
of material wealth and “good times." It could be argued, however, that some of the most exalted people in our 
history practiced ascetic living as their level of enlightenment encouraged - Diogenes, Jesus Christ, Gandhi, 
Mother Teresa. In fact, one might even argue that some of these could be included in the “50 Most Beautiful 
People of All Time" list, depending of course on your interpretation of beauty. But therein lies a possible 
connection - one might perceive ascetic living as pleasing to the aesthetic. 

The words of Socrates (like Jesus) exist solely through the works of others, mostly in the dialogues of Plato. My 
favorite of these is The Symposium, where a dinner party's entertainment consists of each man praising the God 
of Love. Plato keeps Socrates as his closer, naturally, and Socrates hits it out of the park; he nails the idea of 
beauty and love in a manner that far exceeds the other guests. (Interestingly, Socrates achieves this by repeating 
a conversation where a woman teaches him the nature of love and beauty...but again, I digress.) 

The dialogue does not end there, though. When Socrates finishes, the drunken Alcibiades (AL-si-BIDE-ees) 
enters, and is thus commanded to speak his turn. “In vino veritas," he eventually proclaims (“In wine there is 
truth”), and in doing he speaks not so much to Love as to Socrates’ wisdom and virtue. Alcibiades describes 
a series of events by which he attempts to seduce Socrates - the thinking being that the closer you can get to 
the man, the closer to his wisdom. Yes despite Alcibiades’ numerous efforts (which makes for some very sultry 


reading, at least for 489 BC) Socrates remains chaste. Alcibiades moans about his eschewed advances, yet 
ultimately uses this as an example of Socrates’ virtue. Amidst all else that Alcibiades extols, he goes on in 
glowing detail about Socrates’ temperance, and how he has overcome its personal impact. His drunkenness 
evens underscores his validity. 

So here, in one of our greatest philosophers' writings about the glory of Love, Plato chooses not to leave us with 
Socrates’ accounts of beauty, but instead with a deeply personal account of Socrates’ moderation and power of 
will to not give in to earthly pleasures. For a long time, I wondered about Plato’s choice - why would he tack on 
this tale of unrequited affection after Socrates waxed so eloquently? In further separate explorations, I found 
this question as a variation of the later general one - the possible connection between beauty and moderation, 
between aesthetic and ascetic. 

We are all, after all, simply trying to be happy in this life. And as happiness, beauty, love and peace are 
inexorably coiled, it can be a difficult wire upon which to balance. Our vaunted individuality insists we not only 
define our own beauty, but we define our own happiness, and more often these days we reach that definition by 
getting more of what each of us want. A beautiful community, however, would consist of beautiful people, and 
perhaps a beautiful person in that community would seek more of what we would all want and concentrate less on 
the self. 

Perhaps “The Aesthetic” is more ascetic than we might currently choose.

Do Yinci Italian Eatery 

February is that time of year when Viktor and I celebrate our anniversary. Viktor is fortunate that not only is our 
anniversary the day when we first met, it’s also the day we became partners, one year later. It also happens to be a 
semi-holiday of a certain mammalian prognosticator. Viktor does have trouble remembering things, and big words do 
confuse him. The timing may not have been intentional, but it works out quite well. 

This year our work schedules would not allow us to spend the day together. We decided to celebrate a week earlier 
than our true anniversary. Viktor told me he was taking me out to dinner. I smiled kindly, thinking he would take us 
down memory lane to eat at that particular place about which I am not all that thrilled. I am trying to be kind, since he 
will be reading this. Not that I didn’t have a nice time, all those years ago, but sometimes our ideas of a nice restaurant 
are, umm, divergent, shall we say. 

When he told me he was taking me out to an Italian restaurant, I ran down the list of nice Italian places in the area. He 
knows I am very particular about eating Italian out. There are certain places that no true Italian would haunt, but I will 
be nice and adamantly refuse to mention any particular Italian chain containing a garden reference by name. In case 
you’re wondering, no, that is not where Victor took me on our first date. 

I should have more faith in Viktor. We pulled into Da Vinci Italian Eatery in Mechanicsburg, located on the Carlisle 
Pike about a mile west of Route 114. I was surprised by the Mediterranean decor and loved the statues that decorated 
the walls. It had the feeling of an oasis in the middle of the busy highway; comfortable, clean and the smells were 
incredible as soon as we entered. 

You can be seated to enjoy entrees from the wide-ranging menu, as we did, or order it to go. Pizza and subs abound, 
but the real treat is Da Vinci’s authentic Italian food. We started with the Bruschetta Napoletana and the Calamari 
Fritti. Both were delicious. For entrees, I enjoyed the Pasta Fagioli and the Gnocchi Caprese, which made me 
believe, for a moment, that I was back in South Philly with my family. Viktor was his normal German self by ordering 
a Greek Salad, which surprised me with it’s large size, fresh mixed greens (not bagged), chunks of real feta cheese, 
and a homemade balsamic vinaigrette that was a treat. Including dessert, our bill was shockingly cheaper than I would 
have believed. It’s a BYOB to boot! 

Momma Rosa, whose accent gave away her Italian heritage, waited on us. We learned that she and her husband, 
Carlo, came from Naples in 1971. After a few years in New York City, they decided to move to Central PA and show 
what real Italian food was like. Their children, Antonio, Joey, and Carlo Jr. are all first generation American, like me, 
and help in the family businesses. Antonio, the oldest, was in the kitchen that night, cooking and showing his talents 
with incredible food. 

Momma told us that her husband opened Da Vinci’s in August of last year. Carlo did all the restoration of the restaurant, 
with some help from his boys. She explained that he opened close to 30 restaurants from NYC to Virginia, North 
Carolina, and Pennsylvania. Judging by the number of people coming in and going out of the restaurant while we 
were there, it is very popular. The tastes were more than enough proof to us that Carlo knows that the best restaurants 
have the best food. 

I was actually impressed with Viktor for finding a true Italian paradise in Central Pennsylvania. After all these years, he 
can still surprise me. Then he admitted that his stylist, who owns Salon Halo in Mechanicsburg, is married to Antonio, 
and was the one who told him about the restaurant and the great food. I should have known. 

Da Vinci’s - 6617 Carlisle Pike, Mechanicsburg - 691-0111, is an authentic Italian experience. I would Mapquest the 
address to find it easier, because it’s location is a bit hidden. It is very much worth the treasure hunt. Go and find out 
for yourself that an awesome meal at a great price can still be found, if you know where to look. 

Our next stop is Antonio's place, Palumbo’s on Second Street in Harrisburg, to try some of Grandma’s Pizza!

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Common Roads 

15 Artists, 15 Years 

On Sunday February 10, Common Roads held a reception for its premiere of the “15-15" art exhibition 
at the WITF Public Media Center, continuing its “Winter Arts” festival and celebrating Common Roads’ 
15-year anniversary. 

15 GLBT artists each had one 
work based on the theme of 
“Coming Out!” - the exhibit 
included acrylic, watercolor, 
and oil paintings along with 
photography, sculpture, and 
other mixed media. Common 
Roads included a timeline 
of significant GLBT events 
during the past 15 years, and 
an essay on “Coming Out” by 
Amy Stillman which combined 
various personal accounts of 
the phrase. 

I was initially disappointed at such a small exhibit, but I began to quickly understand that the intent here 
was not to comprehensively showcase the artists. Common Roads hoped to take “Coming Out!” and 
expand its ability to go beyond words; to be viewed in the art of those borne from the community. Common 
Roads Executive Director Michelle Simmons and Board of Directors VP (and Curator) Don Blyler III spoke 
during the reception, lauding the ongoing efforts and struggles of Common Roads and all the people 
supporting its mission. Don specifically mentioned how WITF further legitimized the Common Roads 
mission and allowed them to reach into circles they’d previously had been unable. It felt, indeed, as 
though Common Roads were celebrating its own “coming out." 

The art itself felt packed with drama - emotions of strife, love, pain, identity and celebration wound their 
way through the exhibit. I didn’t see much glowing “Pride!” in these works, but I suppose pride is a 
downstream settling after the frightening but confirming emotions one must go through in the challenge 
of “Coming Out!” 

WITF’s Public Media Center will host the exhibit until March 17, when it will begin its tour of other locations 
such as the Art Association of Harrisburg and the campuses of Millersville, HACC Lebanon and HACC 
Lancaster universities.

Religion: 

Doe/ it Divide U/ or Unite U/?

In today's world, it is difficult to 
tell if our religious beliefs are really 
benefiting us and society, or if they are 
just contributing to more division and 
problems in both our country and the 
world. According to Charles Monroe's 
book, World Religions, the goal of religion 
is to inspire humankind to seek a more 
ideal world; a utopia, so to speak, in 
which all people regardless of race, 
religion, class, sexual orientation, 
gender identification, age, or any other 
category of division, can live in harmony 
and peace. While religion in theory is 
opposed to violence, the fact of the matter 
is that religion is responsible for much 
of the war and misery found in human 
history. 

Today we frequently hear the term 
u holy war” or jihad on the nightly news 
when reporters are discussing the radical 
Islamic fundamentalist terrorists. 
Unfortunately, this is nothing new in the 
history of the world. In Medieval times, 
Europe or Western Christian culture went, 
at the urging of the Pope, to the Middle 
Ekist to reclaim Jerusalem and other holy 
sites for the Christians to rid the area of 
its Muslim inhabitants. There was also 
the Spanish Inquisition, in which the 
Roman Catholic Church went on a mission 
of discovery and subsequent punishment 
of those it believed were guilty of heresy. 
Unfortunately, many people were victims 
of Nazi atrocities when Hitler decided to 
cast the blame of Germany's post World 
War I problems on the Jews and carry out 
the Holocaust. 

In more recent times, there was 
the problem of Northern Ireland, where 
Protestants and Catholics went after 
each other, frequently in a flurry of 
violence. There is always conflict in the 
Middle East, sometimes between Arabs 
and the Jews. Also, there is the conflict 
between Sunni and Shiite Muslims. These 
conflicts of course, involved physical 
violence, with devastating effects on 
individuals, society, and the surrounding 
environment. 

Here in America, with the exception 
of September 11, 2001, we prefer to 
handle our disagreements in a seemly 
bit more civilized, but not less deadly, 
manner. Our religious radicals simply 
tell you to your face that you're going to 
hell because you don't believe the way 


that they do. Through a series of lies 
and untruths, they also seek to recruit 
followers who will go out and spread the 
word that God doesn't love you because 
of your sexual orientation or gender 
identification. After all, if they can get 
you to hate yourself, they've accomplished 
their mission. It's far more difficult to 
prosecute and get a body count from 
psychological acts of terrorism than it is 
for murder and physical terror. 

With all of this religious conflict, 
one would think that the world's 
religions have nothing in common at all. 
Interestingly enough, quite the opposite 
is true, and there are many similarities 
between religions. Christianity, Judaism, 
and Islam all believe in one God. These 
three monotheistic religions also share 
several prophets and some of the same 
sacred texts. On a broader scale is the 
Golden Rule: “Do unto others as you would 
have them do to you.” Confucianism, 
Buddhism, Taoism, Judaism, Hinduism, 
Islam, and Christianity all have different, 
yet strikingly similar ways of stating 
the Golden Rule. My question is this, if 
religion is suppose to teach us how to get 
along with each other, love each other, 
and have mutual respect for one another, 
why do religious beliefs seem to be at the 
heart of much of the world's conflicts? 

Perhaps the voices of not only the 
Christian church, but other religions as 
well, should be far less concerned about 
homosexuality and more focused on 
teaching people how to love each other. 
Perhaps America's Evangelical Christians 
could pause for a moment and stop 
telling everyone who is going to heaven 
and hell, and focus on problems like 
world hunger, AIDS in Africa, genocide 
in Darfur, and homelessness, to name 
a few. Perhaps we should stop reading 
and using our sacred texts as ways to 
divide each other, and instead focus on 
the lessons they have to teach us about 
loving each other. In PennsyltKinia, as 
we fight over a marriage amendment 
again, perhaps one might read what 
is known as the “Love Chapter” (1 
Corinthians 13) from the Bible. As much 
as this chapter is used during marriage 
ceremonies, the Apostle Paul really 
wrote it as a way a community could get 
along, not necessarily limiting this text 
to refer to ways a heterosexual husband 
and wife could get along. If we truly are 
serious about using religious beliefs and 
traditions to get closer to God, perhaps 
we need look no further than focusing 
on how to get along with our family, our 
neighbor, our fellow citizens, and the 
world.
